In the mean Time, the Turks perceiving the Con- 
deſcention of the Emperor, ſtarted a further Demand

Acted with that Indifferency and Neglect, as if the 
State of Auſtria only, and not the Common Cauſe of 
the Empire, lay at Stake.

The loſs of Neubauſell affected the Imperial Court, 
with ſuch dreadful Apprehenſions of the Orroman 
Fortune and Fury, that they haſtened the Finiſhing 
of the Works aad Fortifications of Vienna, cuttin 
dow all the Woods and Boſcage thereabouts, whic 
might Benefit or Shelter the Enemy: The Fortifica- 
tions of Presburg were repaired, and ſome new Additi- 
ons made, but the Inhabikants were ſo diſpirited, that 
they began to entertain thoughts of ſubmitting to 
the Clemeney of the Tur; who had newly decla- 
red, that ſuch as voluntarily yeided Obedience to

it was not concluded to attempt Buda till the 2oth of 
Fune, at a general Council of War held at Comorra, 
And Two Days after the Pole, came a Faniſary out 
of the Town alſo, and ſurrender'd himſelf, upon a 
Dream he had the Night before, that the Chriſtians 
would become Maſters of the Place, and put all to 
the Sword, as they had done laſt Year at Næwhauſel; 
and that if he fled to the Chriſtians, he might find 
Mercy : Adding withal, that the Garriſon was not 
above 6000 ſtrong. This Intelligence made the 
Germans re- double their Diligence; ſo that the ſame 
Day, with a Battery of Six Pieces of Cannon, which 
they had raiſed, they made a Breach in the Wall of 
the Lower-Town, (which was Five Foot Thick) 
of jabout Fifteen Paces; which made the Turks fear

There were a- 
bout Four Hundred of them who rid along the Wall 
of the Lower- Town, till they got to St- Paul's Val- 
ley, receiving the Fire of the Chriſtians Lines. which 
was there doubled upon them; and a little further 
they met with a Squadron of Horſe, who cut them 
all off ſave Four or Five that got into the Town;

Things were no ſooner ſet in order at Buda, but 
the Army moved to Paxi, and in their way took 
Hatwan, the Duke having ſent Count Caraffa with 2 
ſtrong Detachment to lay Siege to Segedin, and the 
Prince of Baden with another to take in Five- Churches: 
The Prince having joined ſome of the Croatian For-
